Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner to accept a delayed claim for 
priority, on the following grounds: 

1 . A claim of priority was made in the declaration filed with the missing parts 
response on August 2, 2004. It was just noticed that this amounted to more than 4 months 
after the filing date of the application of March 19, 2004. Actually, when the application was 
filed on March 19, 2004, the last paragraph in the specification incorporated the French 
priority application 03/03494 by reference, but the paragraph did not specifically claim 
priority.

2. Attached is the surcharge set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.1 7(t), an amount of 
$1370.00. The entire delay between the date of the claim of priority and the date the claim 
was due under paragraph (a)(1) was unintentional.
